now-famous “water riots” and bopfires leaves the impression 
that this year’s enroltaent appears to be taking an attitude 
of^ near-apathy in' expressing complaints, on- campus condi- 
tions. Heating failures, water that turned red, brown, black 
or stopped entirely, requests for needed ball repairs which 
went unheeded for weeks— all produced few or no signs of 
public discontent. Have the Pumas lost their bite? Are they 
re si g^ip^<l to af^p-pting .passive^ ^wdmtever --is--^dealt^tfamn-^y-= 
the “higher powers”? We think not. 

Instead, a new air of maturity and consideration seems 
to be taking the place of former attitudes which consisted 
mainly of emotional outbursts and little follow-up action or 
attempts at rational discussion. Partial credit for diis improv- 
^ ed sense of responsibility undoubtedly goes to the activity of 
^ the Student Senate, which has thus far proved to be an ef- 
fective, significrnit^ means of channelling student complaints 

towards solution. * ’ . 

Also, and perhaps most importantly, the Student Senate 
has provided concrete evidence that students have at their 
disposal a worthwhile instrument for expressing themselves 
to both their fellow students and to the college s faculty and 
administration. . 

Realizing that conditions cannot b^ altered to students’ 
satisfaction because of simple time, financial or circumstan- 
" tial factors is another more realistic outlook yet to be taken 
towards campus problems. Annual eyesores such as the scale 
modol Panama Canal now gracing Bennetts landscaping 
^ften make rational acceptance of the college’s problems dif- 
ficult, but an attempt to do so must still be made. 

The glimmerings of hope for a new maturity can also be 
se^^J^the many “Stay Hall”-* plans currently- ea-^r in opera- 
tion or being proposed. Iristead of just accepting pr con- 
demning their environment, students are taking v the first 
steps towards a vigorous improvement of it. ■ j

- ing, mtegr:al part of the college community rhust be preceded 
by creating a chmate oFmafurF're^rinbihty 
dents. Presently, and happily, this Olimate appears to hf in 
the formative stages of what will hopefully become an afmo- 
sphere of true participation in the life of the college im- 
munity.

'Another measure in Saint Joseph’s College’s quest for an 
academic curriculum more profitable and moire flexible for 
the hberal arts student will be implemented next semester: 
a course of independent ^dy. in all major programs will be 
open to all students. * 

Originally suggested by Father Charles Robbins, college 
registrar, the proposal for independent , study met with over- 
whelming support from the faculty early this semester. The 
faculty should be commended for their foresight in providing 
a course which could turn out to be the key fm stimulating 
the scholastic interes'ts of both the students and themselves. 

Too often d student will fall victim to the lethargy creat- 
ed by meaningless class lectures and tests which are designed 
for measuring how well he can absorb and regurgitate facts. 
This process can produce a dangerous attitude held toward 
education by both teacher and student. JProfessors often use’ 
their classes as practices for their own rhetoric, failing to. 
stimidate dialogue with their students. Teachers throw out 
enough facts for a test and students “study” enough to p^s 
the course. ' 

Now the way is cleared for a student and professor to 
work together on a project concentrating on the student’s 
major field of study. Listed as a regular course, independent 
study will carry with it one to three hours of credit for any 
student,' regardless of his cumulative index. After registering 
• for the course, a student must secure sponsorship ' for his 
project from a professor of the department in which he is 
majoring and must apply for permission from the academic 
dean. Prmects might include scientific experiments, intensive 
research m literature or history, or sociological field research, 
depending on the student’s imagination and energy. 

Indepmdent study will provide a way for students to 
escape the/boring routine of many classes and to adventure 
info the areas of their' special interests. If will also give^the 
faculty a chance to work closely.with the student body in a 
mutual effort to further the students’ education and to uplift 
the academic climate at Saint Jose|^\^ S. T. S. j

lete is not here on camps is not 
due to the Athletic ' Department 
blit rather to the individual him- 
self.. I’m sure if Mr. Skihrader 
checked the records in the athletic 
files for just the current year he 
would find that both the football 
coach and the basketball coach 
have visited not only Hales Fran- 
ciscan but a large number of 
other schools in that area. Also, 
a large number of Negro athletes 
..have visited Saint Joseph’s in the 
la^J^iS^l^^onths.' '

■ two of these athletes visited the ^ 
school and stayed the - weekend 

■tv 

and one has signed tenure to play 
football next year. I think that 
two things should be remembered, 
i) that the l^egrb' 
by every college and’ the ones 
that the coach may want may 
decide to go elsewhere and 2) that 
more than the need . factor deter- 
mines who may be accepted__at 
our school. There is no racism in 
sports; the best athlete has al- 
ways played t sports here and I 
suggest that a look at the records 
for the past years will bear this 
fact out.

We have sent out personal letters 
to 47 disadvantaged students, most 
bf whom are ' Negroes, offering 
them complete financial support 
to enter college. And these letters, 
in addition to the normal contact 
with seniors, have gone out to 


high sbhool" juhibrs. ahd sopho- 
mores so that they would be , re- 
lieved of financial anxiety during 
their high school years in prepar- 
ation of college. “ We have also 
been in contact with high school 
counselors to help in encouraging 
juniors by offering them financial 
aid for college even before they 
reach th eir semor year. Some of 
these schools are totally Negro 
and others are mixed. There are 
other things which the adminin- 
stration has done which I will not 
burden you with nO'W.

Chuck Farber and Lou Offer — two fierce young men who possess the

..unit in the ICC last year. ^ 

Offensively speaking, the Saints are blessed with a pair of varsity 
returnees at the quarterback spot in Jim Grahiam and Jim DeLisa. Two 
newcomers have been showing strong challenges fop this position lately, 
in Terry Martin and Tom Greene. Greene, as you may remember, was 
an exceptionally strong, defensive back Inst season, but he has shown 
a great amount of potential for the spot he plalyed during his high 
school days. Another interesting note -is that DeLisft could very possibly 
open up at one of the defensive back positions, giving added evidence 
that just about anyone could start anywhere. "

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Science In Core

The place of science courses* in 
a core curriculum was the prime 
topic of discussion at last Satur- 
day’s meeting of the Curriculum 
Revision Committee. Termed by 
Dr. Louis Gatto, aca^enlic dean of 
Saint Joseph’s, as “the most pro- 
ductive session we have had to 
date,’’ the group of faculty, ad- 
’ mihistrators, and student repre- 
' sentatives gave their views on the 
proposed restructuring of Saint 
Joseph’s general education pro- 
gram. 

In keeping with the temper of 
the President’s Seminars of last 
fall, the crux of the problem lies 
in the effort to integrate science 
with other courses, emphasizing 
.an anthropological concern; that 
is, within a “man-centered” con- 
’ text , rather than an abstract or 
purely scientific one. 

The task, then, is to bring the 
sciences and the humanities into a 
dialogue with one another, to 
bridge the gap between the “two 
cultures.” There , was a general 
concensus of the group that there 
existed a need to design a'^science 
program which would consist of 
more than “cookery” courses in- 
yolved only in test, tubes and 
chemical mixing. Alternatives to 
the ’ “cookery” course could be 
either (1) a case study approach 
which would aim at an under- 
standing of scientific developments 
and which Would' try to cross the 
lines between individual disci- 
plines, or (2) a course program 
patterned toward the goal of in- 
forming *a student sufficiently 
enough of' science'' and scientific 
advances to enable him to intelli- 
gently read science-oriented texts 
and to free him from the tyranny 
which .science imposes upon in- 
dividuals who do not fully under- 
•stand it. , 

These two approaches were pro- 
posed at the meeting in an at- 
tempt to work out a practical 
'curriculum which would be con- 
sistent with the goal of clarifying 
the relation between sciences and 
the humanities. The discussion 
went beyond these “practical” con- 
cerns and centered on gearing the 
courses to explain to the student 
exactly what science has to say 
about man, to show him how to 


consider the scientist in terms of 
/ the human pose towards reality 
that his discipline constitutes, ahd 
to enable him to consider the 
sciences in terms of their specific 
impact on other areas of human 
concern. < 

These three orientations, prac- 
tically considered, call for courses 

(1) on man as a scientific object, 

(2) on theori^tical methodologies 
and (3) on the place and impact 
of science in socfety. Courses of 
this lasf “type could center, for. 
example, on the dual scientific 

. and humanistic approach to nu- 
clear warfare, birth control, and 
the history of technology. 

Also discussed at Saturday’s 
meeting was the need of the in- 
dividual student taking science 
... courses. Obviously, a student 
studying the humanities would 
not need the same type of scien- 
tific knowledge as a student plan- 
ning a -professional career in the 
sciences. To meet this disparity, 
science courses would be offered 
on a “consumer-producer” basis, 
with non-science students taking 


courses which would aim at a 
broad understanding of the scien- 
tific process as well as a basic 
grasp of the “why” and “how’’ 
things work. “ 

The science-oriented student, on 
the other hand, would take courses 
designed to provide a foundation 
< for graduate work and the specia- 
lization so necessary in today’s 
complex world of science. 

Other topics discussed at the 
meeting included the question of 
the relevance of a student’s ^phi- 
losophy and theology courses in 
his education, and the possible 
need for restructuring courses in 
these areas. The importance of a 
language requirement to be in- 
cluded in the general education 
program and the approach to non- 
Westem studies at Saint Joseph’s”
